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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  new  Board  of  Selectmen  met  for  the  first  time 
after  Election  on  February  27,  1951  at  7:30  p.  m.  The 
traditional  policy  of  rotation  was  followed  with  Ray  M. 
Newell  being  installed  as  Chairman,  Mr.  Leonard  J.  Davis 
in  the  number  two  spot  and  Robert  N.  Turner,  Jr.  as  num- 
ber three  man. 

Further  improvements  at  the  Town  Hall,  which  had 
been  anticipated,  were  not  carried  out  during  the  year  be- 
cause of  insufficient  funds  to  completely  renovate  Prescott 
Hall.  The  Board  felt  that  when  the  job  was  started  it 
should  be  completed  and  we  therefore  retained  the  money 
appropriated  at  the  annual  meeting  and  it  is  our  intention 
to  ask  for  more  money  in  1952  so  that  we  may  finish  this 
deserving  project. 

During  the  year  the  town  became  the  owner  of  the  Ida 
Shattuck  property  on  West  Street.  The  decision  handed 
down  previously,  whereby  the  town  of  Pepperell  acquired 
both  property  and  money,  was  reversed  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Massachusetts  and  the  town  of  Pepperell  was  de- 
nied the  cash  settlement.  It  now  remains  the  problem  of 
the  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  this  property  which  will  pro- 
bably be  done  in  the  spring. 

The  customary  audit  of  the  town  books  was  completed 
during  the  year  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department 
of  Corporations  and  Taxation,  Division  of  Accounts  and 
their  complete  report  appears  elsewhere  in  this  record. 

One  of  the  most  successful  projects  undertaken  in  re- 
cent years,  namely  the  "Chest  X-ray  Program",  while  it 
was  primarily  a  health  problem,  was  handled  by  your  Se- 
lectmen with  a  great  deal  of  help  from  a  great  many  good 
citizens  of  the  town.  In  collaboration  with  the  Northern 
Worcester  County  Health  Assn.,  a  mobile  unit  was  brought 
to  Pepperell  for  five  days.  One  day  was  spent  X-raying  the 
employees  of  St.  Regis  Paper  Co.  and  one  day  was  spent 
at  Bemis  Bro.  Bag  Co.  The  other  three  days  were  devoted 
to  those  citizens  who  worked  at  neither  plant.    A  total  of 
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1219  people  received  free  X-ray.  Your  Board  wishes  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  those  voluntary  work- 
ers who  made  this  X-ray  such  a  success. 

Another  project,  so-called,  which  comes  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  the  Civilian  De- 
fense Committee.  This  committee's  report  appears  else- 
where in  the  Town  Report  but  in  our  estimation  they  have 
been  altogether  too  modest.  We  feel  that  they  have  jus- 
tified our  appointments  in  the  progress  that  they  have  made 
so  very  quietly  during  the  year  and  we  would  like  to  take 
this  opportunity  to  thank  all  of  those  people  whose  names 
appear  in  the  report  and  to  especially  thank  Mrs.  Mary  K. 
Marriner  who -has  given  so  freely  of  her  time  to  this  worth- 
while project. 

At  this  time  we  would  like  again  to  thank  all  appointed 
and  elected  officers  for  their  cooperation  and  loyal  service 
to  the  town  during  the  year  1951,

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Report  of  Pepperell  District  Nurse 


I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  District  Nurse  service 
for  the  year  1951. 

A  total  of  2,094  home  visits  were  made.  These  in- 
clude bedside  nursing  when  needed,  prenatal  and  new- 
born instruction  and  new  born  care,  clinic  appointments 
for  crippled  children,  rheumatic  fever,  speech  defects,  and 
for  chest  x-rays. 

The  annual  immunization  clinics  sponsored  by  the 
Board  of  Health  were  held  at  the  High  School.  Dr.  Por- 
ter was  in  charge.  The  triple  antigens  were  given,  also 
booster  doses  of  plain  diphtheria  and  tetnus  toxoid.  •  117 
children  were  treated  on  March  27th,  46  on  April  20th  and 
33  on  May  16th.  Nursing  Board  members  assisted  with 
transportation  and  records. 

Well  child  clinics  were  held  in  March,  April,  May, 
September,  October,  and  November.  Eleven  babies  were 
immunized  during  the  fall  clinics.  Miss  Almeda  King,  State 
Nutritionist,  attended  all  these  clinics.  She  made  home 
visits  to  any  patients  who  were  on  special  diets.  Her  serv- 
ices are  most  valuable.  I  hope  soon  to  have  her  give  a 
few  lessons  to  a  group  of  mothers. 

The  pre-school  clinic  was  held  in  June.  Dr.  Porter  was 
in  charge.  Each  child  was  given  a  thorough  physical  ex- 
amination and  vaccination  if  requested.  As  a  result  of 
vision  tests,  five  children  were  wearing  glasses  when  school 
opened. 

After  many  conferences  with  Northern  Worcester 
Seal  Sale  office,  preparations  were  made  for  community 
x-rays  in  July.  Due  to  the  cooperation  and  hard  work  of 
the  large  committee  this  proved  a  great  success.  1219  per- 
sons were  x-rayed,  16  required  a  second  film,  and  a  few  re- 
quired further  study.  Follow  up  visits  were  made.  This 
was  a  worthwhile  project. 
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Twenty-two  appointments  were  made  for  patients  to 
have  x-rays  at  Ayer  or  Waltham.  A  total  of  85  visits  were 
made  by  me  in  behalf  of  the  tuberculosis  program. 

Forty  visits  were  made  to  Crippled  Children.  Arrange- 
ments for  lip  reading  lessons  were  made  for  two  pupils 
at  Lowell. 

The  Dental  Program  has  been  continued.  Most  pupils 
in  the  school  system  and  many  pre-school  children  have 
had  dental  work  done. 

I  have  had  many  conferences  with  Dr.  Swaim  to  help 
set  up  adequate  medical  plans  for  Civilian  Defense  in  case 
disaster  should  strike.  Much  has  been  accomplished  and  all 
doctors  and  nurses  have  been  most  helpful. 

I  have  had  conferences  with  the  Selectmen,  the  Board 
of  Public  Welfare,  and  social  agencies.  Dr.  Burke  and  his 
staff  have  been  most  helpful. 

Mrs.  Donald  Gagnon  and  Mrs.  Richard  Lorden  re- 
placed me  during  vacation. 

I  enjoyed  my  work  and  have  had  splendid  coopera- 
tion from  all  doctors,  Nursing  Board  members,  and  Mrs. 
Saunders  has  been  most  efficient  in  handling  my  calls.

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RECORDING  OF  BIRTHS 


Births  occurring  late  in  the  year  are  sometimes  re- 
corded without  the  Christian  name.  In  all  such  cases  par- 
ents should  return  the  name  to  the  Town  Clerk  as  soon  as 
it  is  selected  in  order  that  it  may  be  entered  upon  the  town 
books,  as  an  incompleteness  of  the  records  may  involve 
much  trouble  in  the  future. 

Read  the  Law 

Parents  within  forty  days  after  the  birth  of  a  child, 
and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after  a  birth  in 
its  house,  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  clerk 
of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born.  General  Laws,  Chap- 
ter, 46,  Section  6. 

Why  Birth  Should  Be  Recorded 

There  is  hardly  a  relation  of  life  —  social,  legal,  or 
economic  —  is  which  the  evidence  furnished  by  an  accurate 
registration  of  birth  may  not  prove  to  be  one  of  the  greatest 
value,  not  only  to  the  individual,  but  also  to  the  public  at 
large.  It  is  not  only  an  act  of  civilization  to  register  birth 
certificates  but  good  business,  for  they  are  frequently 
used  in  many  practical  ways,  some  of  which  are  listed  below : 

(1)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  age  and  legitimacy  of 
heirs ; 

(2)  As  proof  of  age  to  determine  the  validity  of  a 
contract  entered  into  by  an  alleged  minor; 

(3)  As  evidence  to  establish  age  and  proof  of  citizen- 
ship and  descent  in  order  to  vote ; 

(4)  As  evidence  to  establish  the  right  of  admission 
to  the  professions  and  to  many  public  offices ; 

(5)  As  evidence  of  legal  age  to  marry ; 

(6)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  claims  of  widows  and 
orphans  under  the  widows'  and  orphans'  pension  law;

(7)  As  evidence  to  determine  the  liability  of  parents 
for  the  debts  of  a  minor ; 

(8)  As  evidence  in  the  administration  of  estates, 
the  settlement  of  insurance  and  pensions; 

(9)  As  evidence  to  prove  the  irresponsibility  of 
children  under  legal  age  for  crime  and  misdemeanor,  and 
various  other  matters  in  the  criminal  code ; 

(10)  As  evidence  in  the  enforcement  of  law  relating 
to  education  and  to  child  labor ; 

(11)  As  evidence  to  determine  the  relations  of  guar- 
dians and  wards; 

(12)  As  proof  of  citizenship  in  order  to  obtain  a  pass- 
port; 

(13)  As  evidence  in  the  claim  for  exemption  from 
or  the  right  to  jury  and  military  service. 


Attention  is  particularly  called  to  the  following  ex- 
tract from  the  General  Laws. 

GENERAL  LAWS,  CHAPTER  46 

Extracts  from  Sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  6  and  8 

Section  1.  Each  city  and  town  Clerk  shall  receive  or 
obtain  and  record  *  *  *  facts  relative  to  births  *  *  *  in  his 
city  or  town. 

Section  3.  Every  physician  or  medical  officer  regis- 
tered shall  keep  a  record  of  the  birth  of  every  child  in  cases 
of  which  he  was  in  charge  and  *  *  *  shall,  within  fifteen 
days  after  such  birth,  mail  or  deliver  to  the  clerk  or  regis- 
trar of  the  town  where  such  birth  occurred  a  report  *  *  *  If 
the  child  is  illigitimate,  the  name  and  other  facts  relating 
to  the  father  shall  not  be  stated  except  at  the  request  in 
writing  of  both  father  and  mother  filed  *  *  *  Upon  pre- 
sentation to  him  of  a  certifate  of  the  town  clerk  stating 
that  any  such  birth  has  been  duly  reported,  the  town  treas- 
urer shall  pay  to  such  physician  or  officer  a  fee  of  twenty-

five  cents  for  each  birth  so  reported.  *  *  *  A  physician  or 
any  such  officer  violating  any  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  forfeit  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  4.  A  member  or  servant  of  a  family  in  which 
a  child  is  born,  having  knowledge  of  the  facts  required 
*  *  *  shall  furnish  the  same  upon  request  of  the  clerk  of 
the  town  *  *  *  or  of  any  person  authorized  by  him.  (Pen- 
alty for  refusal  not  more  than  ten  dollars.) 

Section  6.  Parents,  within  forty  days  after  the  birth 
of  a  child,  and  every  householder  within  forty  days  after 
a  birth  in  his  house  shall  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given 
to  the  clerk  of  the  town  where  such  child  is  born. 

Section  8.  (Penalty  for  neglect  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  6,  not  more  than  five  dollars).

GENERAL  LAWS,  CHAPTER  207 

Section  36.  If  a  marriage  is  solemnized  in  another 
state  between  parties  living  in  this  Commonwealth,  who 
return  to  dwell  here,  they  shall  within  seven  days  after  their 
return  file  with  the  clerk  or  registrar  of  town  where  either 
of  them  lived  at  the  time  of  their  marriage,  a  certificate 
or  declaration  of  their  marriage,  including  the  facts  re- 
quired in  a  notice  of  intention  of  marriage. 

Section  55.  Whoever  violates  Section  36  shall  forfeit 
ten  dollars. 

The  Town  Clerk  hereby  gives  notice  that  he  is  prepared 
to  furnish  parents,  householders,  physicians,  and  registered 
hospital  medical  officers  applying  therefor  with  blanks  for 
return  of  birth  as  required  by  law.

MARCH  31 


Or  the  Owners  or  Keepers  Thereof  Are  Liable  to  a  Fine 

BRIEF  EXTRACTS  OF  THE  DOG  LAWS 

The  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  three  months 
old  or  over  shall  annually,  on  or  before  March  31st,  cause 
it  to  be  registered,  numbered,  described  and  licensed  for 
one  year  from  April  1st  following  if  the  dog  is  kept  in  Bos- 
ton, in  the  office  of  the  Police  Commissioner,  or  if  in  any 
other  town  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  thereof.  The  owner  or 
keeper  of  a  licensed  dog  shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its 
neck  or  body  a  collar  or  harness  of  leather  or  other  suitable 
material  to  which  shall  be  attached  a  tag  upon  which  shall 
appear  the  license  number,  the  name  of  the  town  and  the 
year  of  issue.  If  any  such  tag  is  lost  the  owner  or  keeper 
shall  forthwith  secure  a  substitute  tag  from  the  town  or 
city  clerk.  Any  person  may  bring  from  another  state  any 
dog  licensed  under  the  laws  thereof  and  keep  such  dog  in 
this  commonwealth  not  exceeding  30  days,  without  licensing. 

A  person  who  after  April  first  in  any  year  becomes  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  not  duly  licensed,  and  the 
owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  when  it  becomes  three  months  old 
after  March  thirty-first  in  any  year,  shall  cause  it  to  be  reg- 
istered, numbered,  described,  licensed,  collared  or  harnessed 
and  tagged  as  required  by  section  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
seven.  A  person  who  after  April  first  in  any  year  becomes 
the  owner  or  keeper  of  a  dog  which  is  duly  licensed  in  the 
town  where  kept  shall  forthwith  give  notice  in  writing  to 
the  clerk  of  such  town  or  if  kept  in  Boston,  to  the  Police 
Commissioner,  that  he  has  become  such  owner  or  keeper, 
and  said  clerk  or  said  police  commissioner,  as  the  case  may 
be  shall  change  the  record  of  such  license  to  show  the  name 
and  address  of  the  new  owner  or  keeper. 

The  fee  for  every  license  (except  as  otherwise  provid- 
ed) shall  be  $2.00  for  a  male  dog  and  $5.00  for  a  female.  If 
a  female  dog  has  been  spayed,  such  dog  can  be  licensed  for 
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$2.00  providing  a  proper  certificate  from  a  registered  veter- 
inarian is  filed  with  the  clerk. 

Whosoever  violates  the  provisions  of  the  dog  law  shall 
be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $15.00. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  required  to  furnish  anti-rabic 
vaccine  free  of  charge,  and  treatment  of  persons. 

A  dog  license  is  valid  throughout  the  state.  In  case  of 
permanent  removal  to  another  town,  the  dog  must  be  li- 
censed within  thirty  days  in  such  town. 

The  assessors  shall  annuallly  take  a  list  of  all  owners 
or  keepers  of  dogs.  An  owner  or  keeper  who  gives  false  in- 
formation to  assessors  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10. 

The  Mayor  and  Selectmen  shall  annually  appoint  one 
or  more  dog  officers.  Such  officers  may  also  be  appointed 
by  the  County  Commissioners. 

The  Mayor  and  Selectmen  shall  between  June  1  and  10 
issue  a  warrant  to  such  dog  officers  directing  them  to  seek 
out,  catch  and  confine  all  unlicensed  dogs  and  prosecute 
complaints  against  the  owners  or  keepers,  and  shall  kill 
all  such  dogs  after  being  confined  for  six  days.  Dog  officers 
failing  to  comply  with  the  warrant  shall  be  removed. 

Cropping  or  cutting  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  ears 
of  a  dog  is  forbidden. 

KENNEL  LICENSE 

Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  kennel  may  apply  for  a 
license  in  the  town  where  the  kennel  is  located.  Such 
license  shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  other  license  while  said  dog 
is  kept  in  such  kennel.  Such  owner  or  keeper  shall  cause 
each  dog  so  kept  to  wear,  while,  it  is  at  large,  a  collar  or 
harness  of  leather  or  some  suitable  material  to  which  shall 
oe  attached  a  tag  showing  the  number  of  the  kennel  license, 
the  name  of  the  town  and  year.  These  tags  are  to  be  fur- 
nished by  the  town  clerk  where  the  kennel  is  licensed. 
The  fee  for  each  kennel  license  shall  be  $25.00  if  not  more 
than  ten  dogs  are  kept  and  $50  if  more  than  ten.  Dogs 
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under  six  months  of  age  shall  not  be  included  in  the  num- 
ber of  dogs  kept.  Holders  of  kennel  licenses  may  operate  a 
boarding  kennel.  The  name  and  address  of  every  owner 
of  such  dog  shall  be  kept  available  for  inspection. 

Every  holder  of  a  kennel  license,  on  delivery  of  an 
unlicensed  dog  shall  attach  to  such  dog  collar  or  harness 
which  shall  carry  a  tag  marked  with  the  name  and  address 
of  the  kennel  licensee,  and  a  number  to  be  recorded;  and 
shall  also  furnish  to  the  owner  or  keeper  of  the  dog  a 
certificate,  bearing  the  same  number  and  description,  date 
of  purchase,  which,  with  the  tag,  shall  be  a  legal  substitute 
for  a  license  for  two  weeks  only.  The  purchaser  shall 
within  two  weeks,  either  return  the  dog  to  the  kennel 
with  the  collar,  harness,  tag  and  certificate  or  return  to 
the  kennel  said  tag  with  a  certificate  from  the  city  or  town 
clerk  certifying  that  the  dog  has  been  licensed.  If  a  pur- 
chaser of  a  dog  fails  to  comply  with  the  foregoing  the 
owner  of  the  kennel  shall  notify  the  city  or  town  clerk. 
Kennels  are  liable  to  inspection  to  see  if  they  are  maintained 
in  a  sanitary  and  humane  condition.

To  determine  whether  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds 
the  sum  of  $3,000.00  for  construction  on  Chapter  90  Roads 
or  other  Town  Roads;  money  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
any  money  which  may  be  allotted  by  the  State  or  County, 
or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto.

To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
transfer  from  Machinery  Fund  Reserve  the  sum  of  $500.00 
to  a  workable  fund. 

Article  22.  To  determine  whether  the  Town  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds 
the  sum  of  $2,500.00  for  a  special  project  tq  remove  dead 
trees  and  dangerous  limbs,  this  work  to  be  done  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Tree  Warden. 

Article  23.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $3,300.00  to  purchase  for  the  Highway 
Department  a  Tractor  type  sidewalk  plow. 

Article  24.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $2,200.00  to  purchase  for  the  Highway 
Department  a  Tractor  type  gravel,  sand  and  snow  loader. 

Article  25.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  or  transfer  from  available  funds,  a 
sum  of  money  to  renovate  Prescott  Hall  in  Town  House, 
including  necessary  repairs  to  make  ready  for  this  work. 
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Article  26.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  turn  in  the  present  Police 
Cruiser  and  purchase  a  new  car  at  a  net  cost  not  to  exceed 
§400.00,  this  sum  to  be  transferred  from  Surplus  Revenue. 

Article  27.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
take  the  following  action  on  sums  of  money  voted  to  be 
transferred  from  Surplus  Revenue  to  three  accounts,  under 
Articles  3,  4  and  14  included  in  Special  Town  Meeting  held 
on  August  28,  1950 :

Article  4 — Old  Age  Assistance  Administration  — 
Cancel  sum  of  $100.00  requested. 

Article  14  —  School  Department — Reduce  sum  of

Article  28.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for  "Civilian  De- 
fense." This  money  to  be  spent  under  the  direction  of 
the  Selectmen. 

Article  29.  To  determine  what  sum  of  money  the 
Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Assessors  to  take  from  Sur- 
plus Revenue,  with  the  consent,  of  the  Tax  Commissioner, 
to  reduce  the  Tax  Rate  for  the  current  year. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  recom- 
pense Harold  C.  Gilbert  for  extra  services  performed  by 
him,  in  transportation  of  school  children;  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $4,584.00  therefor,  or  take  any  action 
in  relation  thereto. 

Article  31.  (By  Petition)  To  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed 
$64,000.00,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  new  8-inch 
water  main  on  Nashua  Road  from  Mill  Street  to  the  New 
Hampshire  line,  a  distance  of  approximately  14,000  feet, 
and  determine  whether  the  money  shall  be  provided  for  by 
borrowing  under  authority  of  Chapter  702  Acts  of  1950,  or 
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Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended,  or  take  any 
other  action  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  32.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
accept  the  sum  of  $150.00,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  ex- 
pended for  Perpetual  Care  of  the  Ethan  B.  Crandall  lot,  No. 
318  in  Woodlawn  Cemetery. 

Article  33.  To  determine  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
accept  the  sum  of  $500.00,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  ex- 
pended for  annual  planting  of  flowers  and  any  other  special 
care,  on  the  Albert  Leighton  lots  No.  2  and  3  in  Walton 
Cemetery. 

Article  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Section  2  of  Article  VIII  of  the  Town  By-Laws  by  striking 
out  the  words,  "of  one  ($1)  dollar"  and  inserting  instead 
the  words,  "not  to  exceed  $10.00"  or  take  any  other  action 
thereto. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
following  by-law — Be  it  ordained  by  the  Town  of  Pepperell 
as  follows : 

SECTION  1.  DEPARTMENT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 
There  is  hereby  established  a  department  of  civil  defense 
(hereinafter  called  the  "department").  It  shall  be  the 
function  of  the  department  to  have  charge  of  civil  defense 
as  defined  in  Section  1,  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950  and  to 
perform  civil  defense  functions  as  authorized  or  directed 
by  said  chapter  or  by  any  and  all  executive  orders  or  gen- 
eral regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  and  to  exercise 
any  authority  delegated  to  it  by  the  governor  under  said 
Chapter  639. 

SECTION  2.  DIRECTOR  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE.  The 
department  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  director  of 
civil  defense  (hereinafter  called  the  "director")  who  shall 
be  appointed  as  prescribed  by  law.  The  director  shall  have 
direct  responsibility  for  the  organization,  administration 
and  operation  of  the  department,  subject  to  the  direction 
and  control  of  the  appointing  authority,  and  shall  receive 
such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  ap- 
pointing authority.    The  director  may,  within  the  limits 
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of  the  amount  appropriated  therefor,  appoint  such  experts, 
clerks  and  other  assistants  as  the  work  of  the  department 
may  require  and  may  remove  them,  and  may  make  such  ex- 
penditures as  may  be  necessary  to  execute  effectively  the 
purposes  of  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950. 

The  director  shall  also  have  authority  to  appoint  dis- 
trict co-ordinators  and  may  accept  and  may  receive,  on  be- 
half of  the  city  or  town,  services,  equipment,  supplies,  ma- 
terials or  funds  by  way  of  gift,  grant  or  loan,  for  purposes 
of  civil  defense,  offered  by  the'  federal  government  or  any 
agency  or  officer  thereof  or  any  person,  firm  or  corporation, 
subject  to  the  terms  of  the  offer  and  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions, if  any,  of  the  agency  making  the  offer.  The  director 
shall  cause  appropriate  records  to  be  kept  of  all  matters 
relating  to  such  gifts,  grants  or  loans. 

SECTION  3.  CIVIL  DEFENSE  ADVISORY  COUN- 
CIL. There  is  hereby  established  a  civil  defense  advisory 
council  (hereinafter  called  the  "council").  Said  council 
shall  serve  without  pay  and  shall  consist  of  the  director  of 
civil  defense,  such  other  department  heads  and  such  other 
persons  as  the  authority  appointing  said  director  may  deem 
necessary.  Such  member  of  said  council  as  said  appointing 
authority  shall  designate  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  said 
council.  Said  council  shall  serve  subject  to  the  direction 
and  control  of  the  appointing  authority  and  shall  advise 
said  appointing  authority  and  the  director  on  matters  per- 
taining to  civil  defense. 

Section  4.  POLICE  AID  TO  OTHER  CITIES  AND 
TOWNS  IN  EVENT  OF  RIOTS  OR  OTHER  VIOLENCE 
THEREIN.  The  police  department  is  hereby  authorized  to 
go  to  aid  another  city  or  town  at  the  request  of  said  city  or 
town  in  the  suppression  of  riots  or  other  forms  of  violence 
therein. 

■  SECTION  5.  TERMINATION  OF  BY-LAW.  This 
by-law  shall  remain  in  force  during  the  effective  period  of 
Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950  and  any  act  in  amendment  or  con- 
tinuation thereof  or  substitution  therefor. 

SECTION  6.  DEFINITION.  All  references  to  Chap- 
ter 639,  Acts  of  1950,  as  now  in  force,  shall  be  applicable  to 
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any  act  or  acts  in  amendment  or  continuation  of  or  substi- 
tution for  said  Chapter  639. 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  follow- 
ing By-Law  or  take  any  action  in  relation  thereto : 

EARTH  REMOVAL  BYLAW 
ARTICLE  I 

Section  1.  The  removal  of  soil,  loam,,  sand  or  gravel 
from  any  parcel  of  land  not  in  public  use  in  the  Town  of 
Pepperell,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  allowed 
only  after  a  written  permit  therefor  is  obtained  from  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  upon  a  written  application  to  the  Board 
therefor,  after  a  public  hearing  of  which  due  notice  is  given. 

Section  2.  No  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  'con- 
tinuous operation  on  any  parcel  of  a  sand  or  gravel  pit  in 
operation  at  the  time  this  by-law  is  adopted,  provided  such 
operation  is  not  thereafter  discontinued  for  more  than  one 
year;  and  no  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  removal  of 
soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel  from  any  parcel  of  land  when  in- 
cidental to  and  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  a 
building  on  the  parcel. 

Section  3.  In  issuing  a  permit  under  this  by-law,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  may  impose  such  conditions  not  spe- 
cifically provided  for  herein  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  adequate  protection  of  the  neighborhood  and  the  Town. 
Any  conditions  imposed  by  the  Board  shall  be  attached  to 
and  made  a  part  of  the  permit.  The  Board  may,  in  its  dis- 
cretion, require  a  bond,  certified  check  or  other  security  for 
compliance  with  said  conditions  or  as  evidence  of  good  faith 
a°  to  the  completion  of  any  proposed  construction.  The 
Board  may,  after  a  public  hearing  on  proof  of  violation  of 
any  condition,  revoke  any  permits  so  issued.  No  permit 
shall  be  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  bylaw  for  a 
period  of  more  than  three  years. 

ARTICLE  II 

Removal  of  Sand  and  Gravel 

Section  1.  Sand  and  gravel  may  be  removed  from  any 
parcel  of  land,  except  within  300  feet  of  a  street  or  way, 
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and  the  Board  shall  issue  a  permit  therefor  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  Board  shall  impose  such  reasonable  condi- 
tions as  to  the  disposition  of  top  soil  and  the  re-establish- 
ment of  ground  levels  and  grades  as  it  may  deem  neces- 
sary. 

ARTICLE  III 

Removal  of  Soil  or  Loam 

Section  1.  Soil  or  loam  may  be  removed  from  any 
parcel  of  land  within  such  parcel  determined  by  the  Board 
to  be  unsuited  to  agricultural  use,  and  the  Board  may  issue 
a  permit  for  such  removal;  provided,  however,  that  the 
Board  shall  in  making  such  decision,  obtain  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  appropriate  Soil  District  Supervisor  and 
the  County  Extension  Director  or  Agent,  or  their  succes- 
sors, and  their  recommendations  shall  be  made  a  part  of  the 
records  of  the  Board.  In  issuing  a  permit,  the  Board  may 
impose  reasonable  conditions  as  to  the  re-establishment  of 
ground  levels  and  grades. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the 
above,  the  Board  may  issue  a  permit  for  the  removal  of  soil 
or  loam  from  any  parcel  of  land  in  the  Town  where  such 
removal  is  necessarily  incidental  to  and  in  connection  with 
the  construction  of  a  road  or  other  facility  involving  a  per- 
manent change  in  the  use  of  the  land.  The  board  shall 
issue  no  such  permit  unless  it  is  reasonably  satisfied  that 
the  construction  will  be  completed  and  evidence  thereof 
shall  be  made  part  of  the  records  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV 

Removal  Within  300  Feet  of  Streets 

Section  1.  Soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel  may  be  removed 
from  any  parcel  of  land  within  such  parcel  lying  within  300 
feet  of  any  street  or  way,  provided  a  permit  therefor  has 
been  issued  by  the  Board  after  satisfactory  evidence  that 
such  removal  will  not  be  seriously  detrimental  or  injurious 
to  the  neighborhood ;  provided  further  that  the  Board  shall 
impose  reasonable  conditions  as  to  the  method  of  removal, 
the  re-establishment  of  ground  levels  and  grades  and  the 
planting  of  the  area  to  suitable  cover,  as  it  may  deem  neces- 
sary.   Removal  of  soil  or  loam  under  authority  of  this 
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section  shall  be  further  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Section 
III,  Article  I. 

ARTICLE  V 
Penalty 

Section  1.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  any  of 
these  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  exceed- 
ing Twenty  Dollars  ($20.00)  for  each  offense.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  Members  of  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of 
Pepperell : 

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  humility  that  I  carry  on  the 
high  level  of  educational  work  of  your  late  superintendent, 
Herbert  H.  Archibald.  It  would  be  gratifying,  I  am  sure, 
were  he  to  know  that  improved  school  programs  and  ser- 
vices to  the  youth  of  Pepperell  will  always  remain  the  para- 
mount goal  of  the  teaching  and  supervisory  staff  and  the 
parents  and  citizens  of  Pepperell. 

It  is  not  possible,  with  less  than  one  month's  oppor- 
tunity for  observation,  to  report  to  you  on  the  progress  of 
the  schools  during  the  past  year.  However,  the  reports  of 
the  building  principals  and  special  supervisors  will  indicate 
to  you  the  work  of  their  respective  departments. 

For  the  years  immediately  ahead,  school  officials  in 
Pepperell  are  faced  with  two  major  problems.  The  first 
problem  concerns  the  need  for  additional  classroom  space 
to  relieve  crowded  classroom  conditions  and  to  house  an  ever 
increasing  school  population.  It  is  quite  possible  that  many 
school  problems,  at  both  the  elementary  and  secondary 
school  level,  have  their  origin  in,  and  revolve  around,  over- 
crowded classroom  conditions.  A  school  building  program 
that  looks  ahead  for  twenty  or  more  years  will  certainly 
require  the  judgement  of  our  wisest  and  ablest  citizens,  and 
it  would  be  helpful  if  the  town  would  appoint  a  special  com- 
mittee to  work  with  the  school  committee  in  studying  this 
problem.  The  second  problem  is  directly  related  to  the 
first.  It  is  that  of  providing  the  many  and  varied  edu- 
cational services  of  a  modern  school.  Most  adults  want 
better  school  programs  and  more  educational  services  for 
their  boys  and  girls  than  they  themselves  had.  This  is 
only  natural,  and  most  certainly  correct  thinking.  We  live 
in  a  complex  world  society  and  we,  in  America,  are  dedicated 
to  the  ideals  of  democratic  government,  perhaps  the  most, 
difficult  form  of  government  to  operate.  How  successful 
our  citizens  of  tomorrow  will  be  in  meeting  the  problems 
of  tomorrow  depends  in  large  measure,  on  the  education  we 
provide  for  our  youth  today.   Our  one  hope  is  that  we  may 
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provide  today's  youth  with  the  knowledge  and  know-how  to 
succeed  where  we  have  apparently  failed. 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  school  committee  the 
preliminary  school  budget  request  for  1952  was  discussed 
in  detail.  It  was  apparent  that  any  realistic  consideration 
of  a  budget  must  reflect  the  increased  costs  of  services, 
maintenance  and  operation.  I  would  like  to  give  assurance, 
however,  that  our  one  thought  was  the  maintenance  of  an 
educational  program  for  the  youth  of  Pepperell  on  an  effec- 
tive and  economical  basis.  You  can  easily  recognize  that 
costs  for  an  expanding  and  improving  school  program  for 
1952  must  increase  with  the  increased  costs  of  doing  busi- 
ness. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  report  that  I 
have  observed  an  excellent  spirit  of  interest  in  the  schools 
of  Pepperell,  and  also  a  concern  for  their  improvement  in 
the  years  ahead.  This  is,  indeed,  a  wholesome  attitude  for 
the  citizens  of  any  community.  I  feel  sure,  from  my  brief 
acquaintance  with  your  school  personnel,  that  they  appre- 
ciate this  interest  and  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Pepperell.  Continued  support  is  the  one  sure  way 
to  progress.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL

Dear  Mr.  Diggle : 

This  past  year  has  witnessed  a  large  turnover  in  the 
teaching  staff  at  the  high  school.  Among  the  new  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  are,  Mr.  Russell  Hamilton,  teaching  phy- 
sical education,  science,  and  coaching;  Mrs.  Olga  Hartwell, 
social  studies  and  junior  high  school  reading;  Miss  Barbara 
Mountain,  physical  education,  general  business,  junior  high 
English,  and  coaching;  and  Mr.  Kenneth  Willard  teaching 
social  studies  and  directing  the  guidance  program. 

In  November  of  1949,  the  members  of  the  Pepperell 
Study  Group,  in  a  report  to  the  School  Committee,  listed 
some  ten  features  of  a  modern  school  program  which  they 
hoped  would  eventually  be  found  in  our  curriculum  in  Pep- 
perell. Mr.  Archibald's  report  for  1949,  recommended  that 
we  start  on  (1.)  health  education,  (2.)  guidance,  and  (3.) 
remedial  reading.  It  is  time  now  to  note  the  progress  in 
each  of  these  fields. 

Last  year,  under  Mr.  Pappalardo  and  Miss  Blinn,  phys- 
ical education  was  off  ered  to  alii  pupils  in  grades  7-10.  This 
year,  under  Mr.  Hamilton  and  Miss  Mountain,  physical  edu- 
cation and  health  instruction  is  required  for  all  pupils  in 
the  high  school.  Our  physical  education  instructors  are 
doing  an  excellent  job  considering  the  limitations  under 
which  they  must  work.  Our  shower  facilities  are  too  limit- 
ed to  offer  every  pupil  a  shower  after  class  instruction. 
Even  with  the  addition  of  some  equipment  this  fall,  our 
gymnasium  equipment  is  on  the  meager  side.  Pupils  are 
not  required  to  wear  uniforms  which  limits  the  type  of 
activity  in  which  they  may  engage.  If  we  can  obtain 
finances  for  the  purchase  of  equipment,  we  can,  over  a 
period  of  years,  build  up  our  program.  It  is  well  to  con- 
sider a  budget  for  physical  education  which  affects  every 
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boy  and  girl  rather  than  limit  the  budget  to  interscholastic 
athletics  which  affect  only  about  fifty  to  sixty  different 
pupils. 

Mr.  McCreech  made  a  start  on  developing  cumulative 
records  for  the  Guidance  Department.  Pupils  in  Grades  11 
and  12,  were  tested  by  Boston  University  last  year.  Our 
pupils  attended  a  Career  Day  held  at  Alvirne  High  School, 
in  Hudson,  New  Hampshire.  Mr.  Willard  is  completing  the 
work  on  the  cumulative  records.  Our  file  of  Occupational 
materials  and  College  catalogues  is  being  expanded  and 
kept  up  to  date.  The  remainder  of  the  1951-52  school  year 
will  see  an  increase  in  the  work  of  the  guidance  department. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  King,  the  work  in  remedial 
reading  had  been  well  started.  The  time  available  for^  his 
reading  work  was  limited  by  the  necessity  of  his  teaching 
two  history  classes  at  the  high  school.  The  town  of  Pep- 
perell  has  lost  a  valuable  reading  consultant,  but  here  at 
the  high  school  Mrs.  Hartwell  has  had  time  to  work  with 
more  pupils  in  Grade  seven.  Our  past  experience  seems  to 
point  to  the  value  of  a  full  time  remedial  reading  instructor 
for  the  whole  school  system. 

This,  then,  can  very  well  be  termed  a  report  of  progress 
in  the  three  fields  recommended  in  1949.  We  have  made 
considerable  advancement  and  hope  that  two  more  years 
will  find  us  through  the  beginning  years  and  physical  edu- 
cation, guidance,  and  remedial  reading,  an  integral  part  of 
the  curriculum. 

We  are  still  attempting  to  enrich  our  program,  but 
continually  run  into  the  problem  of  a  lack  of  adequate 
space  and  facilities.  We  have  attempted  to  foster  the 
development  of  clubs,  but  find  that  most  of  them  must 
meet  after  school  when  there  is  a  keen  competition  among 
sports,  intramurals,  plays,  class  dances,  and  part  time  work 
for  the  pupil's  time.  We  are  attempting  to  provide  time 
during  school  hours  for  these  activities  without  cutting 
down  the  time  for  classroom  instruction  but  have  had  lit- 
tle success  thus  far.  Assemblies  planned  by  pupils  with 
pupils  as  participants  are  extremely  valuable.  Here  again 
we  run  into  the  problem  of  finding  time  for  rehearsals  in 
the  auditorium  which  must  serve  as  either  a  study  hall  or 
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a  classroom  when  there  are  no  gym  classes.  So  far  this 
year  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  curtail  the  number  of 
pupil-planned  assemblies  because  we  have  been  unable  to 
rehearse  for  them. 

For  the  past  few  years  the  necessity  of  providing 
more  adequate  facilities  for  our  non-college  preparatory 
pupils  has  become  more  and  more  apparent.  We  can  not 
much  longer  put  off  an  attempt  at  solving  the  problem  of 
training  in  home  economics  and  industrial  arts.  Already 
a  goodly  number  of  our  pupils  are  finding  solution  by  trans- 
ferring to  trade  schools  in  other  cities.  As  required  by 
law,  the  town  of  Pepperell  is  paying  not  only  tuition  to 
these  out-of-town  schools,  but  also  a  transportation  allow- 
ance. There  is  every  indication  that  the  number  of  pupils 
who  will  want  to  go  out  of  town  for  this  type  of  training 
will  increase  rather  than  decrease  in  the  years  to  come. 

Mrs.  Dee  and  Dr.  Porter  have  given  physical  ex- 
aminations to  candidates  for  the  athletic  teams.  Under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Dee,  eyes  and  ears  have  been  tested 
and  notices  sent  to  parents, 

No  amount  of  progress  or  success  would  be  possible 
without  the  continued  excellence  of  the  work  of  our 
faculty.  Miss  Flynn,  in  her  position  as  assistant  prin- 
cipal, has  done  much  to  improve  our  work  with  the  pupils 
in  grades  seven  and  eight. 

Audio-Visual  Education 
Grades  1-12 

During  the  past  year  we  have  been  able  to  add  con- 
siderably to  our  equipment  and  services.  We  have  pur- 
chased a  record  player  to  handle  12"  33  1/3  rpm  trans- 
criptions; a  second  film  strip  projector;  a  microphone;  and 
two  cabinets  to  hold  our  film  strips.  Our  library  of  film 
strips  has  been  increased  to  about  one  hundred  and  forty. 

During  the  1950-51  school  year  we  rented  twenty-five 
motion  pictures.  Reservations  have  been  made  to  increase 
this  number  to  sixty  for  the  1951-1952  school  year.  Even 
though  these  motion  pictures  are  rented  on  requests  of 
teachers  in  all  twelve  grades,  our  program  does  result  in 
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a  motion  picture  every  two  weeks  in  the  elementary  and 
the  high  school. 

Teachers  and  pupils  using  the  motion  pictures  and 
film  strips  have  been  most  enthusiastic.  They  are  not 
planned  for  entertainment,  but  have  definite  instructional 
objectives.  We  are  daily  proving  the  statement  that,  "One 
well  selected  picture  is  worth  one  thousand  words." 

With  the  help  of  money  earned  in  our  magazine  drive, 
we  hope  to  purchase  a  tape  recorder  for  the  Audio-Visual 
Department.  School  people  are  discovering  new  uses  for 
this  instrument  every  day.  The  possibilities  for  use  in 
foreign  languages,  language  instruction,  speech  improve- 
ment, and  in  every  subject  matter  field  are  limitless.

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Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Shattuck  School

Dear  Mr.  Diggle: 

Following  is  my  report  for  the  school  year,  1951 : 

The  year  has  been  one  in  which  some  progress  has 
been  made  both  physically  and  in  pupil  training. 

Due  to  an  ever  increasing  number  of  pupils,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  reorganize  the  entire  grading  system 
from  grade  one  to  six.  A  transfer  of  all  first  and  fifth 
grade  pupils  to  the  Shattuck  School,  and  some  general 
transfers  from  the  Shattuck  School  to  the  Groton  Street 
School,  made  it  possible  for  the  first  time  in  history  to 
have  a  school  system  where  a  teacher  is  teaching  a  single 
grade  instead  of  two  grades.  Transportation  for  all  pupils 
transferred  was  provided,  and  for  most  pupils  the  situa- 
tion is  more  comfortable  than  before.  Some  adjustments 
of  pupils  to  their  new  environment  have  taken  time,  but  in 
general  the  result  is  highly  satisfactory. 

The  milk  program  is  operating,  and  about  one-hundred- 
seventy-five  pupils  daily  are  availing  themselves  of  this 
privilege. 

Our  annual  open  house  night  during  Education  Week 
was  as  usual  a  success,  with  about  two-hundred-fifty 
parents  attending.  This  affair  seems  to  be  the  best  media 
for  parents  and  teachers  to  discuss  their  problems  in  a 
friendly  and  sociable  manner. 

It  is  ever  more  apparent  that  the  gift  of  the  field  back 
of  the  school  by  Mr.  Thomas  Kennedy  was  a  valuable  asset 
to  the  town.  It  is  not  usable  the  year  round  at  present 
due  to  the  brook  between  the  school  and  the  field.  This 
brook  should  have  a  culvert  from  Mr.  Ryan's  garage  to 
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the  railroad  tracks,  thus  draining  the  field  so  it  could  be 
used  in  the  spring  and  fall. 

A  parking  area  for  teacher's  cars  has  made  it  possible 
for  motorists  to  have  clear  vision  while  passing  the  school, 
and  thus  cut  down  the  accident  hazard.  Less  parking  by 
parents  in  front  of  the  school  and  less  speed  by  motorists 
would  also  reduce  the  hazard. 

Several  years  ago  a  man  was  added  to  the  elementary 
faculty,  and  this  has  proven  to  be  a  worth  while  innova- 
tion. Men  as  teachers  in  elementary  grades  are  becoming 
more  prevalent.  They  are  a  help  in  discipline,  and  pre- 
pare the  entire  student  body  for  their  high  school  life 
where  more  than  half  the  faculty  is  made  up  of  men. 

Mr.  Catalini  who  taught  social'  subjects  in  the  Shat- 
tuck  School  last  year  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  Fitch- 
burg,  and  he  was  replaced  by  Mr.  Louis  Caouette  who  is 
a  graduate  of  Bates  College,  and  has  his  master's  degree 
from  Boston  University. 

Eye,  ear,  and  physical  examinations  were  given  as 
prescribed  by  law,  and  notices  of  defects  sent  home  by 
Mrs.  Dee. 

Mr.  King,  supervisor  of  reading,  resigned  to  accept  a 
position  at  Fort  Devens,  and  the  program  of  remedial 
reading  in  the  elementary  grades  stopped.  It  seems  that  a 
teacher  who  could  help  all  pupils  in  all  subjects  is  more  in 
demand  at  this  time  than  one  who  specialized  in  reading 
only. 

The  entering  class  next  year  promises  to  be  the  largest 
in  history  with  about  ninety  first  grade  pupils.  This  will 
require  an  additional  teacher.  We  may  find  the  teacher, 
but  where  we  shall  find  the  additional  room  is  a  question. 

With  the  passing  of  Mr.  Archibald,  we  feel  that  we 
lost  a  true  friend.  He  was  a  man  who  loved  his  fellow 
men,  and  the  town  has  benefited  by  the  work  he  did  for  it. 

In  closing,  may  I  say  that  I  think  we  have  had  a  satis- 
factory school  year.

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Report  of  the  Principal  of  the  Groton  Street  School

Dear  Mr.  Diggle: 

Following  is  my  tenth  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  Groton  Street  School.  We  are  enjoying  the  new  heat- 
ing and  lighting  systems  that  have  been  installed.  The 
lighting  has  contributed  to  the  lessening  of  eye  defects. 

A  door  connecting  the  two  rooms  on  the  first  floor  was 
completed  the  first  of  the  year,  and  a  fire  escape  built  at 
the  rear  of  the  school  which  enables  the  students  on  this 
floor  to  evacuate  the  building  quickly  in  case  of  a  fire 
blocking  the  front  of  the  building, 

New  stair  treads  were  put  on  the  basement  stairs,  but 
all  stair  treads  should  be  replaced  as  they  are  in  poor  con- 
dition. 

The  place  that  was  made  in  the  basement  to  store  sup- 
plies is  very  inadequate.  The  chimney  forms  one  wall, 
and  when  it  rains  the  water  comes  through  damaging  what- 
ever is  stored  there. 

Improvement  in  instruction,  teacher  load  and  pupil 
supervision  was  made  possible  by  the  transfer  of  Grades 
One  and  Five  to  the  Shattuck  School.  Each  teacher  now 
has  a  single  grade.  Pupils  were  transfered  to  this  school 
from  the  Shattuck  building  enlarging  the  single  grades, 
but  relieving  the  teacher  of  the  necessity  of  having  to 
divide  her  time  between  two  grades. 

Educational  slides  and  film  strips  have  been  presented 
at  various  times  during  the  year  for  the  youngsters'  appre- 
ciation and  enjoyment.  We  are  grateful  to  Robert  Patch, 
Principal  of  Pepperell  High  School,  for  this  accommodation. 
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It  was  a  pleasure  to  meet  and  talk  with  the  parents 
that  attended  "Open  House"  which  was  held  during  Edu- 
cation Week. 

The  Mothers'  Club  provided  the  usual  hoodsies  for  the 
children  at  Christmastime.  These  are  always  welcome 
and  appreciated.  We  have  this  organization  to  thank  for 
a  donation  for  the  purchase  of  rhythm  band  instruments, 
also  for  a  cot,  afghan,  pillow  and  folding  screen  which  may 
be  used  by  any  youngster  that  happens  to  be  sick  or  meets 
with  an  accident  in  the  course  of  a  school  day. 

A  suitable  room  for  the  doctor  and  nurse  to  carry  on 
physical  examinations  should  be  planned.  The  upper  hall 
is  now  used  for  this  purpose  and  the  children  on  that  floor 
have  to  use  the  fire  escape  going  and  coming  to  basements 
during  this  time.  This  room  could  also  be  used  for  any 
child  that  is  taken  sick  as  the  hall  is  the  only  place  avail- 
able for  a  cot  at  present.  The  school  is  indebted  to  the 
various  organizations  of  the  town  who  so  generously  do- 
nated playground  equipment  which  is  immensely  enjoyed 
by  all  the  students  during  recess  periods.  It  keeps  them 
happily  and  healthily  occupied  as  the  playground  itself  still 
is  in  need  of  attention. 

Since  it  is  the  aim  of  public  school  education  to  train 
for  citizenship  through  character  development  it  can  in 
no  better  way  be  done  than  by  letting  the  student  realize 
his  obligation  and  responsibility  to  the  school,  which  we 
are  attempting  to  do  through  the  organization  of  a  Student 
Council.  This  council  is  elected  by  students  of  the  sixth 
grade  to  serve  for  a  nine  week  period.  To  date  this  sys- 
tem has  worked  out  very  well,  and  the  students  are  to  be 
commended  for  their  excellent  work. 

We  were  saddened  by  the  death  of  Superintendent 
Herbert  Archibald  the  latter  part  of  the  school  year,  and 
welcomed  Mr.  Elliott  Diggle  as  his  successor. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  teachers  for 
their  co-operation,  and  to  thank  all  those  who  have  con- 
tributed in  thought,  time  and  effort  throughout  the  school 
year.

Report  of  the  Art  Supervisor 


To  The  School  Committee  and  Citizens 
of  The  Town  of  Pepperell: 

The  $200.00  appropriated  for  art  materials  have  made 
it  possible  for  the  sixth  grades  in  the  Groton  Street  School 
to  have  water-colors  for  the  first  time  in  many  years.  New 
water-color  sets  were  obtained  for  the  Junior  High  School 
and  refills  for  the  Shattuck  School.  This  gives  the  students 
in  the  upper  grades  a  new  medium  to  work  with  and  helps 
to  promote  more  interest  and  enjoyment  in  the  art  classes. 

Several  of  the  elementary  grade  teachers  have  noticed 
the  difference  in  the  drawings  of  the  children  over  the 
past  two  years.  They  feel,  as  I  do,  that  the  children  in  the 
lower  grades  are  less  inhibited  in  their  pictorial  expres- 
sions. At  the  same  time  many  children  in  the  upper  grades 
still  have  a  tendency  to  depend  on  something  to  copy  from. 
This  is  probably  due  to  past  experiences  in  copying  and  a 
negative  criticism  of  their  work.  With  the  necessity  of 
thinking  for  themselves  and  receiving  positive  criticism, 
many  more  are  losing  this  tendency. 

With  the  wonderful  co-operation  of  Mrs.  Robert 
Turner,  the  Girl  Scouts,  and  the  art  classes  at  the  High 
School,  cut-paper  Christmas  decorations  were  made  for 
the  hospital  at  Fort  Devens.  This  program  was  done  for 
the  Lowell  Chapter  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross.

Dear  Sir: 

"Since  singing  is  so  good  a  thing,  I  wish  all  men 
would  learn  to  sing."  This  quotation  by  William  Byrd 
clearly  amplifies  my  thoughts  about,  our  singing  voice.  To 
be  specific  and  to  the  scope  of  my  thinking  I  refer,  or  course, 
to  the  voices  of  my  school  children.  The  singing  voice  is 
the  most  convenient  way  to  make  music;  not  necessarily 
the  most  artistic  music,  but  as  I  hear  and  accept  it,  I  would 
like  to  think  of  it  (and  would  like  my  pupils  to  think  of  it) 
as  the  most  satisfying  to  them.  I  feel  confident  that  an 
obvious  growth  and  development  in  our  children's  voices 
is  apparent.  By  this  I  mean  that  their  ears  are  becoming 
more  sensitive  to  true  pitch,  clear  tones  and,  chronological 
development  in  music  reading.  Thomas  Moore  has  to  say 
this  about  singing:  "Sing,  sing,  music  was  given  to  brighten 
the  gay,  and  kindle  the  living." 

In  the  Shattuck  School  a  new  set  of  books  was  pur- . 
chased  for  the  fourth  grade,  and  also  a  new  set  for  the 
sixth  grade.   A  new  set  will  be  installed  in  the  fifth  grade 
at  the  first  of  the  new  year. 

A  new  set  of  books  was  purchased  and  is  now  in  use 
for  the  Junior  High  School.  New  Christmas  and  octavo 
music  was  also  purchased  for  the  Senior  High  School. 

Last  June  the  mixed  choruses  of  the  Junior  and  Senior 
High  Schools  presented  in  a  very  artistic  and  professional 
manner,  a  two  act  operetta,  "The  Count  and  the  Co-Ed, " 
by  Morgan  O'Hara.  Our  sincere  thanks  to  the  art  super- 
visor for  the  fine  scenery.  The  mixed  choruses  also  pre- 
sented the  musical  portion  of  the  high  school  graduation. 
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Sincere  thanks  to  Mr.  Biggie,  to  the  principals,  Miss 
Dwyer,  Mr.  Carlton  Burney,  and  Mr.  Robert  Patch  and 
their  fine  staffs  for  all  their  co-operation.

Report  of  the  School  Nurse

Dear  Mr.  Diggle : 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  of  school  nursing  service 
for  the  year  1951. 

All  pupils  participating  in  athletics  at  the  High  School 
were  examined  early  in  the  school  year  by  Dr.  Porter. 

The  recommendations  of  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  have  been  followed  and  spaced  examinations 
conducted.  Grades  two,  four  and  six  at  the  elementary 
buildings  have  been  checked.  Any  children  requiring  treat- 
ment have  received  written  notices.  The  parents  have 
been  assisted  in  making  arrangements  for  having  these 
defects  corrected. 

During  these  physical  examinations,  the  value  of  our 
Dental  Clinic  has  once  again  been  demonstrated.  A  high 
percentage  of  the  children  have  had  dental  care.  Since  the 
clinic  opened  three-hundred-fifty-four  children  have  re- 
ceived treatment.  During  1951  one-hundred  seventy-seven 
children  were  treated.  Of  these  five-hundred-ninety-seven 
fillings,  one-hundred-ten  extractions  and  eighty-nine  clean- 
ings. For  comparison  during  1950  one-hundred  seventy- 
seven  children  were  treated,  five-hundred-nine  fillings, 
three-hundred-twenty  extractions,  thirty-five  cleanings. 
The  high  percentage  of  extractions  in  1950  was  due  to  lack 
of  early  dental  care.  In  addition,  Dr.  Cross  is  now  giving 
sodium  flouride  treatments  to  the  children  as  their  work 
is  completed.  He  has  given  twenty-two  flouride  treatments. 
Both  Dr.  Cross  and  Mrs.  Colbert  have  been  most  patient 
and  kind  to  the  children.  Mrs.  Keyes  has  been  in  charge 
of  transportation  of  these  children.  She  and  her  group  of 
workers  deserve  much  credit  for  their  untiring  efforts. 
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Miss  Barbara  Desmond  of  the  State  Department,  rend- 
ered valuable  service  in  the  establishment  and  continua- 
tion of  our  Dental  Clinic  and  application  of  sodium  flouride. 
We  were  disappointed  when  her  services  were  discontinued 
by  the  State  Department.  The  District  Nurse  Association 
voted  to  employ  Mrs.  Francis  Fisher,  dental  hygienist  from 
Littleton,  to  apply  sodium  flouride.  She  came  from  April 
24th  through  June  27th,  and  gave  twenty  children  four 
treatments  each,  making  a  total  of  one-hundred  treatments. 
When  the  clinic  reopened  in  September,  it  did  not  seem  ad- 
visable to  continue  this  service.  Dr.  Cross  agreed  to  give 
some  treatments  at  each  clinic. 

If  the  flourine  were  added  to  the  drinking  water  every 
child  would  derive  benefit  from  the  expenditure.  Both  the 
Federal  and  State  Departments  have  signified  their  appro- 
val of  this  method. 

Immunization  clinics  were  held  at  the  High  School. 
Triple,  plain  diphtheria  and  tetanus  booster  doses  were 
given.  March  27th  one-hundred-seventeen  children  were 
treated,  April  20th  forty-six  children,  May  16th  thirty- 
three  children.  High  School  pupils  assisted;  Nursing 
Board  members  transported  and  helped  with  records. 

The  Pre-school  Clinic  was  held  at  the  High  School. 
The  children  were  vaccinated;  Miss  Almeda  King,  nutri- 
tionist, was  present  to  advise  parents.  Dr.,  Porter  was  in 
charge.  The  vision  machine  was  borrowed  from  the  State 
Department  during  July  for  the  pre-school  group.  As  a 
result  five  children  obtained  glasses  before  entering  school. 

Follow  up  visits  have  been  made  for  all  school  children. 
Handicapped  children  were  visited.  One  child  remains  at 
Canton  Hospital  School. 

During  September,  Mrs.  Louise  McLeod  tested  the 
eyes  of  all  school  children.  She  did  a  most,  thorough  and 
efficient  job.  Written  notices  were  sent  to  the  parents  of 
all  children.  A  total  of  one-hundred-ten  notices  were  sent — 
nine  from  Groton  Street  School,  sixty-one  from  Shattuck 
School  and  forty  from  High  School.  Many  of  these  chil- 
dren are  wearing  attractive  new  glasses. 
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During  November,  the  State  owned  Maico  audiometer 
was  loaned  me  and  six-hundred-sixty-eight  children's  ears 
were  tested.  This  was  done  in  groups  of  ten  and  those 
failing  the  group  test  and  the  first  and  second  grades  were 
given  individual  tests.  Audiograms  are  made  of  all  failing 
the  test  for  comparison  with  previous  findings.  At  High 
School  twelve  pupils  have  some  loss  and  all  have  had  treat- 
ment. Of  these,  ten  had  been  found  in  previous  years.  At 
Shattuck  School  ten  had  some  loss  and  all  are  under  treat- 
ment. Three  of  these  were  first  grade  pupils.  At  Groton 
Street  School  three  notices  were  sent,  and  three  others  are 
under  care  as  a  result  of  previous  examinations.  Two  who 
failed  last  year's  test  were  able  to  pass  the  group  test  be- 
cause of  successful  treatments.  Pupils  having  vision  or 
hearing  defects  have  been  given  front  seats. 

Through  the  American  Red  Cross  Chapter  at  Lowell, 
Miss  Frances  Larkin,  R.  N.  has  instructed  three  groups  of 
High  School  girls  on  Home  Nursing. 

Many  High  School  pupils  had  chest  X-rays  at  the 
community  X-ray  program  in  July.  The  Clinic  services 
of  the  State  have  been  used  frequently — Crippled  Children, 
speech,  lip  reading  and  rheumatic  fever. 

I  have  enjoyed  my  work  and  have  had  splendid  co-oper- 
ation from  all  members  of  the  School  Department.

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Report  of  Board  of  Public  Welfare 


The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
covering  the  year  1951. 

The  report  covers  assistance  in  the  four  following 
categories : 

1.  General  Relief. 

2.  Old  Age  Assistance. 

3.  Aid  to  Dependent  Children. 

4.  Aid  to  the  Disabled. 

1.  General  Relief.  This  includes  aid  to  the  needy  of  food, 
clothes,  shelter  and  medical  care  at  home  or  in  hospi- 
tals. The  total  cost  is  paid  by  the  town.  In  case  the 
person  aided  is  not  a  Pepperell  resident  the  town  is 
later  reimbursed  for  the  expense  by  the  town  of  this 
person's  residence  or  by  the  State  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Welfare.  The  budget  for  1952  is  lower  because  the 
new  category  of  assistance  "Aid  to  the  Disabled"  will 
assist  persons  with  a  serious  illness  previously  aided 
with  town  aid  or  general  relief. 

2.  Old  Age  Assistance.  Citizens  over  65  years  receive 
this  assistance  provided  they  meet  the  eligibility  re- 
quirements. The  expense  is  shared  by  Federal,  State 
and  local  government. 

Effective  October  1,  1951,  there  was  a  5.9  percent 
increase  in  the  allowances  which  had  been  figured 
according  to  the  standard  budget  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Welfare,  required  by  law  to  meet  the 
cost  of  living  increase. 

Certain  revisions  were  effective  in  the  Old  Age 
Assistance  law  January  1,  1952.  The  legal  minimum 
allowance  to  cover  the  budgeted  needs  is  increased 
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from  $40.00  to  $75.00  in  case  of  a  person  living  alone 
and  from  30  to  55  dollars  for  a  person  living  in  a 
family  group. 

The  leisure  time  activity  allowance  of  $4.00  month- 
ly is  added.  The  expense  for  this  allowance  of  $4.00 
per  month  per  person  formerly  paid  by  the  State  is 
now  shared  by  town  and  State.  The  legal  exemption 
for  a  contribution  toward  the  support  of  the  parent  is 
raised  $500.00  for  both  married  and  single  children. 

The  department  will  be  obliged  to  increase  allow- 
ance of  certain  persons  who  formerly  received  con- 
tributions from  children. 

The  ruling  in  regard  to  property  ownership  now 
requires  a  lien  on  real  estate  with  sales  value  exceed- 
ing $1,500.00. 

3.  Aid  to  Dependent  Children.  Children  living  with  rela- 
tives, including  parents,  unable  to  support  them  re- 
ceive allowances,  the  cost  being  shared  by  the  Federal 
Government,  State  and  town.  The  cost  of  living  in- 
crease of  5.9  percent  was  effective  October  1,  1951. 

No  increase  in  case  load  is  anticipated  because  of 
the  improvement  in  employment  opportunities. 

4.  Aid  to  Disabled.  The  program  of  assistance,  effective 
November  1„  1951  removed  from  the  roles  of  general 
relief  those  persons  in  need  because  of  a  serious 
physical  disability.  Eligibility  is  determined  by  the 
local  Welfare  Department,  in  cooperation  with  a  medi- 
cal team  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

The  Federal  Government  and  the  State  reimburse 
the  town  up  to  75  percent  of  the  cost  of  this  program.

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Report  of  Cemetery  Commissioners 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

In  submitting  this  our  Annual  Report  we  wish  to  thank 
all  who  have  so  kindly  assisted  in  the  work  of  this  depart- 
ment. Mrs.  Saunders,  Mr.  Burney,  and  Mr.  McClain  have 
rendered  valuable  assistance  and  to  them  we  extend  a 
special  word  of  appreciation.  We  also  thank  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  allowing  us  the  use  of  the  basement  of  the 
Town  Hall  for  storage  of  our  equipment. 

The  work  this  year  as  in  the  past  two  years  has  been 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Commissioners. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  lot  owners  have 
cooperated  very  well  in  the  payment  of  annual  care  bills, 
there  are  still  a  few  individuals  who  fail  to  pay  their  bills 
and  we  have  been  obliged  to  leave  these  lots  uncared  for. 

If  we  are  to  continue  winter  burials  we  should  have  a 
larger  tool  house  where  the  greens  and  other  equipment 
could  be  dried  at  proper  temperatures  and  taken  care  of 
more  comfortably.  We  should  also  have  an  electric  com- 
pressor or  power  drill  to  break  the  frozen  ground  and  hard 
pan.  Last  winter  we  opened  several  graves  with  nearly 
twenty  inches  of  frost  which  is  slow  and  hard  work  and 
necessarily  adds  to  the  cost  of  the  burial. 

The  use  of  wooden  boxes  for  burials  has  been  discon- 
tinued and  we  have  substituted  vaults  or  liners.  The 
liners  are  similar  to  a  vault  except  that  they  come  in  six 
sections  and  are  assembled  and  placed  in  position  at  the 
grave.  We  have  used  eight  liners  this  past  year.  These 
liners  are  sold  to  the  funeral  directors  at  a  nominal  cost, 
we  are  therefore  asking  for  an  increase  of  one  hundred 
dollars  in  our  appropriation  to  defray  the  cost  of  these 
liners. 

The  sunken  grave  problem  will  gradually  be  eliminated 
by  the  use  of  vaults  or  liners  and  this  will  add  much  to  the 
improvement  of  our  cemeteries. 
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We  might  add  that  the  funeral  directors  are  cooperat- 
ing fully  with  us  in  the  elimination  of  the  wooden  box 
burial. 


Because  of  the  wet  season  we  were  obliged  to  mow 
the  cemeteries  many  times  more  than  ordinarily,  therefore 
we  were  unable  to  fill  as  many  sunken  graves  and  grade 
some  of  the  lots  that  we  had  hoped  to. 

There  were  several  head  stones  tipped  over  and  broken 
in  Walten  which  does  not  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  Cemetery. 

The  fence  at  Woodlawn  on  the  East  and  West  sides 
will  have  to  be  replaced  before  many  years. 

The  equipment  as  a  whole  is  in  good  condition. 

We  recommend  the  following  appropriation  for  1952:

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Report  of  the  Middlesex  County  Extension  Service 
Town  of  Pepperell  —  1951 


Middlesex  County  maintains  an  Extension  Service 
in  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics  for  the  benefit  of  all 
towns  within  the  County.  This  service  is  available  to  all 
citizens,  especially  farmers,  home  gardeners,  homemakers, 
rural  youth  and  4-H  Club  boys  and  girls. 

The  work  is  developed  by  an  unpaid  Board  of  Trustees 
who  maintain  a  staff  of  agents  at  the  headquarters  at  19 
Everett  Street,  Concord.  The  trustees  appoint  a  director  in 
each  town  to  represent  them  in  all  phases  of  Extension 
Work  or  in  a  few  cases  towns  elect  a  director  and  make  an 
appropriation  to  help  defray  local  expenses. 

In  addition  to  farm  and  home  visits  made  upon  request, 
local  meetings  are  held  or  sectional  or  county-wide  meet- 
ings or  tours  are  helps  available  to  everyone.  A  monthly 
bulletin  is  published,  timely  letters  mailed  on  spraying, 
fertilizing,  seeding,  poultry  problems,  information  to  home- 
makers,  boys'  and  girls'  4-H  work  or  general  community 
problems. 

Some  of  the  activities  that  took  place  last  year  in 
Pepperell  are  as  follows: 

Educational  work  with  the  dairymen  was  concentrated 
on  programs  to  assist  the  farmers  in  solving  their  problems 
of  raising  better  roughage,  diseases  control  and  milk 
marketing.  Mrs.  Rose  Kozlowski,  Hobart  L.  Pickard  and 
Twin  Valley  Farm  were  enrolled  in  the  Green  Pasture 
Program  for  dairymen.  The  program  was  completed  and 
appropriate  seals  were  awarded  for  the  work  done.  A 
meeting  of  dairymen  was  held  at  the  farm  of  Harold  Olsen 
and  one  was  also  held  at  Twin  Valley  Farm.  Assistance 
was  given  the  local  fruit  growers  through  farm  visits  and 
many  growers  attended  meetings  held  by  the  Extension 
Service  in  the  area.  One  meeting  was  held  with  Samuel 
Rozoff,  a  representative  of  a  pickling  concern,  to  determine 
if  there  was  any  interest  in  raising  pickles  for  canning. 
No  increase  was  made  over  the  already  established  grow- 
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ers.  Increased  efficiency,  flock  health,  greater  breeding 
progress,  and  better  marketing  practices  were  the  principal 
goals  of  the  Extension  Poultry  Program.  Efficient  manage- 
ment practices  and  equipment  were  among  the  topics  dis- 
cussed at  meetings  of  the  Middlesex  County  Poultry  Asso- 
ciation, held  at  the  Acton  Town  Hall  on  the  second  Mon- 
day of  the  month.  Rabbit  breeders  were  given  assistance 
through  the  Middlesex  Commercial  Rabbit  Association, 
which  meets  monthly  at  the  Extension  Service  "School- 
house"  in  Concord. 

Mrs.  Leslie  Smith  and  Mrs.  Francis  Caisse  are  the 
Pepperell  representatives  to  the  Women's  Advisory  Coun- 
cil. Pepperell  homemakers  enjoyed  the  program  "Under- 
standing Ourselves  and  others" — starring  the  "Tater  Fam- 
ily" and  the  Christmas  gift  kit,  collection  of  items  that 
can  be  made  at  home. 


4-H  Clubs  for  the  past  year  in  Pepperell  included  dairy, 
boys'  and  girls'  gardens,  and  poultry.  The  clubs  were  very 
active  with  an  excellent  minstrel  show  in  May,  a  float  in 
the  July  Fourth  Parade,  and  many  exhibits  at  the  Grange 
Fair  in  September. 

Many  of  the  dairy  members  attended  Weymouth  Fair 
and  all  attended  the  Middlesex  County  4-H  Fair  at  Groton. 
The  boys'  Garden  Club  had  the  largest  enrollment  of  over 
twenty  members.  Although  no  girls'  4-H  work  was  done 
during  the  winter  in  Pepperell,  the  summer  found  the  town 
committee  anxious  to  reorganize  work  for  the  girls. 
Knitting,  canning,  and  freezing  were  done  during  the  sum- 
mer by  4-H'ers,  and  the  work  was  exhibited  at  the  Pepperell 
and  Hollis,  New  Hampshire  Grange  Fairs. 

Mrs.  Ernest  Melendy  was  town  chairman  of  club  work 
and  leaders  for  the  clubs  were:  Mr.  Seymour  Townsend, 
Mrs.  Eugene  Reese,  Mr.  Harold  Olsen,  Mr.  Lawrence  Lowe, 
Mrs.  George  T.  Keyes,  Jr.,  Florence  Flynn  and  Mrs.  Austin 
King.

Estimated  receipts  from  state  and  other  sources  $159,256.16 


Time  was  when  the  value  of  a  building  could  be  pretty 
well  gauged  from  its  size  and  outside  appearance.  Today 
such  features  as  plumbing,  heating,  and  insulation  are  far 
more  important  than  size.  Fine  old  places  are  selling  for  a 
fraction  of  the  price  of  small,  modern  homes.  We  have 
tried  to  treat  all  taxpayers  as  fairly  as  we  can  but  realize 
that  without  more  detailed  inspection  than  a  part  time 
board  can  give,  considerable  discrepancies  can  occur.  Al- 
though it  would  increase  the  tax  rate  over  $2  for  one  year 
we  feel  the  time  has  come  when  we  should  have  outside 
appraisers,  trained  in  this  work,  revalue  the  town.  This 
would  cost  the  town  money,  it  would  make  more  work  for 
the  assessors,  and  would  cause  considerable  criticism  from 
those  who  would  have  their  taxes  increased  but  it  would 
make  for  a  fairer  distribution  of  the  tax  load  for  the  next 
ten  years  at  least.  Experience  has  shown  that  such  a  re- 
valuation will  make  little  or  no  difference  to  about  a  third 
of  the  taxpayers,  will  reduce  the  taxes  of  the  third  who  have 
been  overtaxed,  and  increase  the  taxes  of  a  third  who  in 
the  past  have  not  paid  their  fair  share.

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Report  of  Town  Counsel

Dear  Sirs: 

Following  is  my  report  as  Town  Counsel: 

During  the  past  year,  more  and  more  town  officials 
and  boards  made  use  of  the  services  of  the  Town  Counsel  in 
solving  the  legal  problems  confronting  them  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  official  duties. 

The  Town  Counsel  attended  more  than  20  meetings 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  during  the  year  when  a  wide 
variety  of  town  matters  were  discussed  and  legal  opinions 
given  thereon. 

Among  other  services  performed  by  the  Town  Counsel 
were  the  following: 

Preparation  of  releases  from  property  owners  to  the 
Town  on  the  taking  of  land  on  Nashua  Road  in  connection 
with  the  alteration  of  the  highway ; 

Preparation  of  contracts  in  behalf  of  the  Town  for  the 
collection  of  rubbish  and  garbage ; 

Town  Counsel  collected  for  the  firemen  of  the  Town, 
in  cooperation  with  Fire  Chief  George  E.  Boutwell,  nearly 
$400  from  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  which  was  long 
overdue  the  firemen  for  services  rendered  by  them  in  con- 
nection with  a  grass  fire  in  1950 ; 

Assisted  in  establishing  permanent  boundary  lines  for 
the  town  dump. 

While  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Court  held,  during 
the  year,  that  the  Town  was  not  entitled  to  a  $4,000  trust 
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fund  set  up  in  connection  with  the  Ida  E.  Shattuck  property 
on  West  Street,  the  legal  proceedings  involved  in  connec- 
tion therewith  definitely  established  in  the  Town  legal  title 
to  the  Shattuck  real  estate,  which  title  had  been  hanging 
fire  for  four  years  prior  to  the  time  the  matter  was  turned 
over  to  the  Town  Counsel.  The  establishment  of  title  will 
be  of  increasing  importance  when  the  Town  comes  to 
dispose  of  the  property.  Furthermore,  title  was  estab- 
lished and  legal  proceedings  were  conducted  without  one 
cent  of  expense  to  the  Town.

During  the  year,  frequent  meetings  of  the  Committee 
were  held,  and  considerable  progress  has  been  made.  Much, 
however,  remains  to  be  done  and  this  Committee  needs  the 
full  cooperation  of  every  citizen,  so  that  Pepperell  may 
stand  high  among  the  best  organized  towns  in  the  State.

The 
Medical  Department  now  stands  ready  to  send  a  mobile  unit 
with  personnel  of  40,  the  necessary  vehicles,  and  some  sup- 
plies to  a  disaster  area.

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A  suggested  list  of  food  supplies,  menus  and  First 
Aid  Hints  was  compiled  and  mailed  to  1097  Post  Office  Box 
Holders  in  town,  with  the  help  of  Mr.  Burney,  Mrs.  Dee, 
Mrs.  Duncan  and  Miss  Blake. 

A  list  of  buildings  has  been  made  by  Mr.  Cotter,  to 
provide  emergency  mass  shelter  for  approximately  3,000 
evacuees.  Also  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  McLeod,  a  sur- 
vey has  been  made  of  all  private  dwellings  in  town  whose 
owners  each  would  be  willing  to  house  a  few  evacuees  for 
a  longer  period  of  time. 

Of  an  appropriation  of  $500.00,  the  Committee  has 
spent  $162.05  for  postage,  books,  office  and  medical  sup- 
plies. The  Lowell  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  has  loaned  us 
some  kerosene  lanterns  and  stretchers,  and  the  St.  Regis 
Paper  Co.  has  donated  some  felts  for  blankets.  All  this 
would,  of  course,  be  completely  inadequate  for  any  real 
emergency.  However,  pending  decisions  by  the  State  as  to 
what  should  be  standard  items  and  procedures,  we  do  not 
feel  justified  in  spending  too  much  money  at  this  time. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  many 
people  who  have  so  willingly  helped  us  by  donating  their 
ideas,  time  and  services  this  past  year.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Pepperell  for  the  period  from  May  19, 
1949  to  March  28,  1951,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report 
made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of 
Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Pepperell  for  the  period  from  May  19, 
1949,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  March  28,  1951, 
and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  collecting  or  disbursing  money  for  the  town 
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or  committing  bills  for  collection  were  examined,  checked,  and 
verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  ex- 
amined. The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  receipts  as 
recorded  were  checked  with  the  treasurer's  record  of  receipts, 
the  payments  were  compared  with  the  treasury  warrants  ap- 
proved by  the  board  of  selectmen,  and  the  appropriations 
were  checked  with  the  appropriations  and  transfers  voted  by 
the  town  as  listed  from  the  town  clerk's  records  of  town  meet- 
ings. The  ledger  accounts  pertaining  to  departmental  accounts 
receivable  were  checked  with  the  records  of  the  several  depart- 
ments committing  the  bills  and  with  the  treasurer's  books,  and 
a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared 
showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  March  28,  1951. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined. The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  checked 
with  the  records  of  the  departments  making  payments  to  the 
treasurer  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid 
into  the  town  treasury.  The  expenditures  were  compared  with 
the  treasury  warrants  approved  by  the  board  of  selectmen,  and 
the  cash  balance  on  March  28,  1951  was  proved  by  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks 
of  deposit  and  by  verification  of  a  deposit  in  transit. 

The  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  proved 
by  comparison  with  the  amounts  of  debt  matured  and  with 
the  cancelled  notes  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investment  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  being 
proved  and  the  payments  to  the  town  being  verified. 

The  payroll  deductions  for  federal  taxes,  the  retirement 
fund,  and  Blue  Cross  were  listed  and  checked  with  the  treasurer's 
record  of  receipts,  the  payments  to  the  Collector  of  Internal 
Revenue,  the  Middlesex  County  treasurer,  and  the  Massachusetts 
Hospital  Service,  Inc.,  were  verified,  and  the  balances  in  the 
general  treasury  on  March  28,  1951  were  listed  and  proved  with 
the  accountant's  ledger. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined. 
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The  tax  title  register  was  analyzed  and  checked  with  the  col- 
lector's and  the  treasurer's  accounts  and  with  the  records  at  the 
Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  tax  and  excise  accounts  outstanding  at  the 
time  of  the  previous  examination  and  all  subsequent  commit- 
ments were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  assessors'  warrants. 
The  recorded  collections  and  abatements  were  checked,  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved  with  the  accountant's  ledger,  and  the 
tax  collector's  cash  balance  on  March  28,  1951  was  proved  by 
actual  count. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  tax,  motor  vehicle  and 
trailer  excise,  and  departmental  accounts  was  obtained  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared 
on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  re- 
ceived thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  town  clerk's  records  of  sporting,  dog,  and  town  licenses 
were  examined  and  checked.  The  payments  to  the  Division  of 
Fisheries  and  Game  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  re- 
ceipts on  file,  and  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  were 
compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  officials  required  by  law  to  furnish 
them  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  departmental  accounts  receivable  were  ex- 
amined. The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  the 
abatements  were  checked,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  reconciled  with  the  accountant's  ledger  accounts. 

The  commitments  of  water  charges  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  recorded  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  outstanding  ac- 
counts were  listed. 

The  records  of  cash  receipts  of  the  selectmen  and  the  sealer 
of  weights  and  measures,  of  the  police,  school,  and  library  de- 
partments, as  well  as  of  all  other  departments  wherein  money 
is  collected  for  the  town,  were  examined  and  checked,  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  and  the  cash  on  hand  being  verified. 
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Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treaurer's,  collector's, 
and  town  clerk's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  excise,  tax  title, 
departmental,  and  water  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing 
the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  investment 
funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  cooperation  was  re- 
ceived from  all  officials  of  the  town,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.
